2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, Wesby (US 2005/0239450) discloses a communicating 

carabiner for climbing (figs.1-4, abstract), comprising: a front case, a back case, a 
hinge, a concave block (figs. 1, 4), a battery, a display, a communicating circuit (fig.2). 

Mauthner discloses a climber's carabiner, comprising: a left arm part, a right arm 
part, wherein the left and right arm parts are passed through by a movable hinges, 
respectively, each the left and right arm parts has a concave block (abstract, figs. 2, 4). 

These references do not specifically discloses a liquid crystal timer and a 
compass. 

Regarding claims 2-10, these claims are allowed as being dependent upon 
independent claim that has been allowed.
